The fact bein,? established 
that cocoons can be produc.nl in paying 
quantities thn problem became how to 
have these reeled in sufficient quantities 
to keep pace with the supply, there be- 
ing no steam filatures in this section of 
the country, and tbe hand reels used here 
being inadequate to the increased task. 
Io develop this important feature of the 
industry the firm of Strawbridr-c i 
Clothier brought to this city a Foreign 
steam reel which is now running success- 
fully in this hall. Ily this means the 
continuous development of the silk from 
the worm through the successive stages 
of the cocoon, the reeled silk and the 
woven fabric becomes a matter of assured 
fact, and we see that silk culture, which 
needs only time to become a great na- 
tional industry, is successfully being 
illustrated in all its stages in this country 
at the present.

UNITED STATES.

•iMjif—m'1 acquuintanco with Cuarlcs 
Beade ln-gan at a pleasant dinner at the 
bouse ol Mr. Wilkie Collins, in the sum- 
mer of 1375. Wo had exchanged many 
letters, chiefly of a business character, 
but I confess that I looked forward to the 
meeting with a vague apprehension that 
the ovei bearing tone and manner which 
appear ID his trenchant and mrcastic 
controversial writings might be charac- 
teristic "f him in social intercourse. The 
apprehension was entirely unfounded 
So 


far from being aggressive or overbearing, 
Mr Re ide was one of the most genial 
and agreeable men I ever met. His 
manner vrns quiet and dignified, and there 
was not the slightest truce in Ins conver- 
sation of a tendency to dogmatize, or 
ins.st upon his own opinions, nor was he 
at all iin lined to monopolize the conver- 
sation. 


Mr. It cade was at that time about sixty- 


one years old 
lie appeared to be in the 


very prime and vigor of manhood. 
His 


tall and commanding figure showed hardlv 
a trace of years, his fine brown eyes shone 
with intellectual fire, and his countenance 
wore an expression of benevolent good 
nature. I was surprised at the extent 
and thoroughness of his knowledge of 
this country, in which he was very differ- 
ent from most Englishmen, even those 
who are highly educated. 
He knew all 


our leading men, in literature and politics, 
«as well acquainted with the history and 
policy of tho two great political parties, 
and was accurately informed as to the 
geography of the country. 
J have heard 


an educ.ited Englishman speak of Boston 
as tho cipitnl of the State of New Eng- 
land, and was once asked if it was far 
from N( v York to Buenos Ayres, both 
cities bi ing in the Americas, you know. 
Another once inquired of un acquaintance 
of mine how it wai possible for the im- 
mense armies of North and South Amer- 
ica to operate during the Civil War on 
the narrow and mountainous Isthmus of 
Parien, which wasn't so bad for an intel- 
ligent Englishman, who probably got Ins 
ideas of the Americas from some anti- 
quated school atlas. 


But diaries Keade possessed a really 


accurati knowledge of the United States, 
so intim ite, in fact, tlmt in the couise of 
our conversation I ventured to inquire 
into its sources, 
He smiled as lie avowed 


that he ilid not depend on books, least of 
all the books of English travelers in 
Americi, but derived his information 
directly from American newspapers. 
It 


had once been his intention, he said, to 
visit tho United States, and he prnpostd 
to qualify himself for intelligent observa- 
tion by recourse to contemporary sources 
of information, and he regarded the leid 
ing newspapers of a country like ours as 
thj most faithful and trustworthy guides 
"When you come to my house," lie added, 
"I will show you mv library of scrap books, 
my treasury of contemporary knowledge "
